More about the Prize Essay. 

In the very brief uotico wo wcro ou- 
nblodto bestoT7 upon tho Govommout 
Prize Essay ,'juflt isauod from tho press, 
wo acknowloged its indisputftblo claims 
to literary oxcoUenco. It forms a book 
both interesting and instructive , — ouo 
which will especially recommend itself 
to gdQlp.emeii of leisure and of letters. 
Bdt common candor compels us in 
fltate^^^ it is not what was wanted b y 
the ooimt^ or asked for by the Legis- 
lature. What was wanted was a small 
pamohlot or hand-book of thirty or 
forty pages, setting forth in a 
simple and concise form the advanta- 
ges presented by British Coliunbia as 
ft field for emigration. This hand- 
book was to have been got ready in a 
month, and iramoJiatcly put in circu- 
lation among the emigrnting classes of 
tho Old World and Old Canada. ]3ut 
•what have wo got ? After seven months' 
incubation, wo have got a highly liter- 
ary and scientific work of lol ]mges, 
opening with a quotation from Virgil, 
and closing with ono from Dante, and 
evorywhero abounding in scientilic 
terms and classical quotations. To 
tho literati, to tho naturalist, the 
volume will be welcome; but in so far 
as the working classes of tlio uhl coui'- 
try, from which it might be hoped to 
draw- population, are concenied, as 
well might Greek copies of tho Book 
of Moses be put into their hands. In 
the first jjlace, thoj have neither taste 
nor leisure for reading such ponderous 
works. In the second place, to look 
for such facts as they want would be 
too much like "searching for a needle 
in a iiay-staok." They would bo in no 
littl* danger of getting lost amid tho 
laybrintb of scientific description and 
classical quotations. The working 
claasea in England, who might think 
of seeking a home in British Coulum- 
bia, would, doubtless, like to know tliat 
there is good, wholesome sea-food in as- 
tonishing plenty; but they would care 
little about the habits and scientilic 
classification of the various members 
of the finny tribe. The intending em- 
igrant might like to know that tlie 
country abounds in valuable minerul 
depobitg; but ho might hesitate to secli 
for that information in chapters of ab- 
struse geological disquisition. And so 
on throughout. Tho facts are present- 
ed. They are well and artistically 
presented. But, tlien, the dish won't 
suit the workingman's palate. It is al- 
together too highly seasoned. Tho 
book is much too voluminous and eru- 
dite to meet the want for wliich it was 
intended. In all this we would not 
be understood as attaching blame to 
the author, for whose labors the prize 
of ?250, constituted a most wretched 
and inadequate compensation. Ho has 
been successful in producing a work 
with which he may justly feel jn-oud to 
have his name associated, — a work of 
no little interest and usefulness in it.i 
Way. But, then, it isn't an Emigrant's 
Hand-book. The Government alone 
must be held responsible for tho result 
as well as for the delay. Tlie reso- 
lution of tho Houao, authorizing tho 
Government to invite competition for 
an essay also called for the immediate 
appointment of a local Board of Immi- 
gration; and it was to a Board so con- 
stituted that coiDpctitf)rs for tlio prize 
were to submit their ^I.S. But, with 
that mistrust of, that antipatliy to, the 
people which has characterized their 
administration, the Government have 
ignored the very first clause of tho re- 
solution, and have ari'ogated to tiioni- 
selves the sole prerogative of dealing 
with the whole suliject of iinini;,nHtioii. 
And a precious moss tliey iiave iiiudi'nf 
it, truly I There are certain matters of 
detail connected with this business 
which will call for investigation when 
tho proper time arrives. In tlie mean- 
time we beg to congiatulato tlio Cabi- 
net of lawyers upon their wondrous 
faculty for bungling everything they 
undertake.

300,001). It saTH that the defeat is due to 
the Democracy surrondering to (.rrooloy 
and the domoralization consequent upon 
tho Now York Ring speculations of a year 
or two ago, disheartened the pai lv and 
cavaed the nnniiniition at Baltimore, r.nd 
tho party had not r(>c(jvoro(l in tiiuo from 
Tammany t.iiiit to do anything until too 
late.

Potatoes. 

Wo have observed the great doteri- 
oratiou iu onr potato crops during the 
past ten or twenty years, niid what is 
the cause of this alarming decrease of 
tubers? Can science or cheiuisti'y point 
out the reason, or aid in rouiGdying tlio 
dillicuUy'i' "We think itcaii, and iu order 
to place tho matter iu a clear light wo 
will jioint out tho kind and amount of 
food \vhich tho potato demands. 

Wo had a field of potatoes upon the 
farm which [yielded 300 bushels to tho 
acre— this may be regarded as an old- 
fashioned crop. This ci"0]j removed 
from tho soil, in t-,;bors and tops, at 
least 400 pounds of jinlasli; also, it re- 
moved 1.5U pounds of phosphoric acid. 
Now those amounts are very large, and 
servo to ahow that tho potato plant is 
a great cousunicrof the two substances, 
audit, also shows that, iu order to re- 
store our potato lields to tlicir former 
productive condition, wo must supply 
phosphatic compound and subshiucc's 
holding- ]>()tasli in largfe quantities. 
^ For si.\ or eight, gononitions in Now 
Eughuidour fathers have lieen exhaust- 
ing tlie soil by roiiiuving these agents 
in their jiotato crops, and we liavo 
reached a time when the vegetable is 
starving in our fields for wiuit of its 
proper food. Our faruun-s have found 
that ne\v laud gives the best crops, and 
this is duo to the fact that such lields 
aflord the most ])otasli; but so long as 
we crop our iiastures so uurcasonably, 
we cannot resort to ne-\v lauds, as land 
is not new that has had its jiotash and 
phosphatic olements removed by graz- 
inganimals. 

Renieniber tliat a potato field which 
gives but 10(1 bushels to the acre re- 
([uires at least IbU pounds of iiotush, 
but by allowing the tojis to decay up- 
on tho field, sixty pounds of this is re- 
stored to the soil :i--ain, as that auiount 
is contained in tla iii; a medium cropof 
potatoes reijuiros twice as imieh phos- 
phoric acid as a iiiediniii crop of wheat, 
so that iu two years, with wheat, tho 
land is derived of no more of the agent 
than it loses in one year with potatoes. 
— Boston Jour, of Chemistry,
